A roomful of abutters of the Andover 
Country Club subdivision expressed con- 
cerns to selectmen Monday night about 
construction dust. 

The residents, who commented on ‘‘San- 
dy Sunday” in their remarks about the 
dust, told of conditions during a hearing on 
a request for a special gravel removel per- 
mit by Andover-Cormier, Inc., developers 
of the 160-acre subdivision. 

To complete the entire developrnent, 
which could take as long as 15 years, the 
developer would need to remove an es- 
timated 1,760,000 cubic yards of earth 
material, said Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark. 

The cluster development has been 
designed to include 272 houses on 30,000 
Square foot lots, while retaining the coun- 
try club golf course as permanent open 
space. The planning board has not yet 
issued a special permit for the cluster 
development. 

The development is located off Canter- 
bury Street, Chandler Circle, Beacon 
Street and Lowell Street. 

‘‘We recognize that there is a dust situa- 
tion at certain times,’’ said Arthur Foss of 
Dana F. Perkins and Associates of Lowell, 
spokesman for the developer. Neighbors 
Say the sandy dust has been a problem 
Since last fall, when the developer began 
clearing the land for the first phases of the 
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project. 

Foss said the developer would agree to 
have water trucks at the site at all times 
to keep the dust down, as a condition of the 
Special gravel removal permit. 

The developer has already erected a 
snow fence covered with polyethylene, and 
has terraced the ledge sloping down from 
a high ridge near the abutters’ property 
line, Foss said. He added that the 
developer is “experimenting with” laying 
hay over the sand to hold it down. 

But neighbor Nicholas Hill of 83 Lowell 
St. said those measures alone could not 
control the dust, calling it a “gross 
nuisance and a health problem.” 

“I object to your granting this permit on 
the basis of dust and vibrations,’’ Hill told 
the selectmen. He said those problems 
were among the conditions the selectmen 
must consider before granting the special 
permit, under the gravel removal bylaw. 

Elements found in the sand irritate the 
nose, eyes, throat and ears, can cause skin 
allergies and ‘‘years later’ can scar the 
lungs, Hill said. 

“This stuff is there, in the house, even 
when the wind is not blowing,”’ said Hill. 
“It’s invasive, it’s everywhere, and we 
are going to be breathing this stuff for as 
long as it takes to get through this con- 
struction project.”’ 

On a recent windy Sunday, the neighbors

were “forced to stay indoors with the win- 
dows closed,”’ said Hill. ‘This will be op- 
pressive in the summer. If Sandy Sunday 
is repeated,’’ he warned, ‘‘an evacuation 
of the neighborhood may be in order.”’ 

Hill said neither the hay nor the snow 
fence, which he described as “puny,” 
would hold down the sand. ‘‘This land has 
to be planted,” he said, suggesting that the 
developer consult the state conservation 
commission on what plants would grow 
quickly. 

Selectman Jerry Silverman agreed. ‘“‘It 
looks like Hampton Beach in March out 
there. It’s rough,”’ he told Foss. ‘You can 
never have enough water trucks out there 
— it rained for four straight days and that 
didn’t stop it. If you lived there you’d react 
the same way.”’ 

However, Raymond Berube of 23 Top- 
ping Road said that while he sympathized 
with the abbuters, the ‘‘inconvenience’’ of 
the dust would be temporary. “My main 
interest is protecting the golf course, the 
open land and the wetlands,” he explain- 
ed. 

Hill drew applause when he replied that 
the problem ‘‘is not temporary. It will not 
blow away — I’ve already swallowed it.” 

Other neighbors are worried that the 
developer will dig up too much land at one

Anullment Of Zoning Board 
Decision Will Be Appealed 


Annulment of a zoning board of appeals 
decision by the Superior Court, will result 
in appeals by abutters to an industrial 
warehouse under construction in Lowell 
Junction. 


Phillip Wormwood, 11 Lowell Junction 
Road, and John Thompson, 13 Lowell 
Junction Road, will appeal the decision 
handed down last Friday, which annulled a 
ZBA decision to revoke a building permit 
issued to Triangle Realty Trust (Trico). 


Wormwood and Thompson cited a bylaw 
which sets a 300 foot minimum distance 
between an industrial building and the 
nearest residence. 


The zoning beard found in favor of the 
petitioners; but the court, it its decision, 
ruled that Lowell: Junction Road separates 
the properties, and the industrial land 


does not abut the residential. 

The court allowed five days from its 
May 9 ruling for Wormwood and Thomp- 
son, or the zoning board, to file additional 
information which might bear on the deci- 
sion, before it is final.

The historical exhibit sheds light upon 
how Andover’s people worked during the 
1780’s and 1790’s. On display are 
agricultural tools, business account books 
and recepts, references to the local 
powder and paper mills, and items from 
local printing presses. Coin was the 
favored currency, but on exhibition are 
paper bills also used to represent both 
pounds and dollars. 

Within the home, women continued to 
produce fine needlework. Formal and in- 
formal ceramics and glassware illustrate 
the rising trend away from older pewter 
and wooden tableware. A display of 
architectural photographs shows the 
variety of homes built during the last 
decades of the 18th century. 

Curch life is shown through pew plans 
and deeds proving purchase of pews. A 
printed address and a book written by 
South Church’s first minister indicate the 
moral climate of the times. 

A 1795 map and tiny chaise illustrate 
travel methods. Stagecoach routes were 
well-developed, and post riders delivered 
mail from Boston and Haverhill. 
Derogatory remarks about a local inn 
were recorded by a haughty Frenchrnan in 
1782, but other inns in Andover were 
known to be more comfortable.

time, and asked that some houses be built 
before all the land is cleared. 

Dana Perkins spokesman Paul Ferrante 
explained that the subdivision has been 
divided into seven sections. Work on sec- 
tion one has already begun, but 
preliminary plans for the remaining sec- 
tions have not yet been approved by the 
planning board, he said. 

Ferrante explained that each section 
will be divided into phases (section one, 
for instance, has eight phases). Under an 
agreement with the planning board, the 
developer will work on no more than two 
phases at one time, said Ferrante. 

A lot would be considered finished when 
it is covered with loam, seeded, has the 
utilities put in, and is hot-topped, but 
without a house built on it, Foss said. 

‘“‘Two phases is four times too many,” 
said Hill. ‘“‘If you lookat the amount of 
sand involved in one phase, you’ll see that 
it’s just too big.” 

Ellen Zipeto of 14 Canterbury St., 
reading a letter signed by a group of abut- 
ters, added that the neighbors ‘“‘feel it is 
imperative that at least one-half of the lots 
in phases one and two be completed with 
houses thereon before preparatory work is 
begun onthe next phase. 

“Considering the general economic

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83 ‘Olympic Village’ Lots Proposed 


T.D.J. Development Corp. has applied 
to the planning board for a special permit 
to build a cluster development of 83 houses 
on 99.5 acres located between Woburn and 
River streets, the former site of a gravel 
pit. 

While neighbors would like to see houses 
built on the site, they told the planning 
board, at a public hearing Tuesday night, 
that preliminary plans for the develop- 
ment show potential traffic problems and 
a lack of recreational space. 


The cluster development, called Olym- 
pic Village, would leave 33.1 acres of open 
land, all wetlands, said Paul Ferrante of 
Dana F. Perkins and Associates of Lowell, 
representing T.D.J. 


At this time it appears that little if any 
gravel will be removed from the site, said 
Ferrante. ; 

The development would include several 
cul-de-sacs, the largest having 11 houses 
on it, said Ferrante. The preliminary 
plans call for a 50-foot wide roadway 
through the subdivision to connect 
Wolburn Street and Lowell Junction Road, 
he said. 

Some neighbors said they fear the 
roadway will become a ‘‘thoroughfare.”’ 

“Tm not opposed to building in this 


area,’’ said Phillip Wormwood of Lowell 
Junction Road. ‘‘The activity in that area 
is a grave nuisance to the neighborhood. 
But,’’ he added, ‘‘the traffic situation on 
Lowell Junction Road is practically un- 
liveable now. With this plan, it will surely 
spread to Woburn Street.”’ 


Other neighbors said a new access way 
between the already-dangerous intersec- 
tion of Woburn Street and Rattlesnake Hill 
Road would increase and could cause ac- 
cidents. 


“Creating this thoroughfare would be 
highly inappropriate,’’ said Stephen Cot- 
ton of Foster's Pond. ‘“‘The developer 
could create cul-de-sacs, and not go all the 
way through the subdivision. The 
thoroughfare would be a hazard — this is 
not sound planning.”’ 


Cotton also objected to the lack of 
useable recreational space, which is ‘‘at 
the heart of the intent for cluster 
development,”’ he said. 


‘“‘Families and children need a place for 
recreation. There is no playground or park 
space here.”’ 

Ferrante replied that the wetland area 
would be preserved as open space, which 
is also an intent of the cluster bylaw. 


Carla Thompson of Woburn Street said 
she feared that if too many restrictions 
were placed on the developer, ‘“‘he might 
just say good-bye and move on 


“The town manager and poolice chief 
have told me that the only solution to the 
problems of noise, vandalism and thefts in 


the area is for the site to be built up,”’ 
Thompson said. ‘‘It is miserable to live in 
my home on the weekends.”’ 

Rebecca Backman of Foster’s Pond told 
Thompson her neighborhood ‘‘could be a 


lot worse if it is not developed properly 
and done slowly.”’ 

“JT can’t imagine what could be worse 
than being afraid to go out of my house,”’ 
replied Thompson with emotion. 

Planning Board Chairman Patricia Cur- 
tin told Ferrante that she was also 
“concerned” about the roadway. ‘‘That 
may cause some problems. There may be 
some other way to do it,’’ Curtin said. 

The planning board is scheduled to make 
a decision on the preliminary plan on May 
28. 


Coleman Canine Confined 


Following a recommendation from the 
dog officer, the selectmen Monday night 
instructed Donal Coleman of 91 High St. to 
keep his dog indoors before 8 a.m. and 
after 8 p.m. 

Jane Pereira of 95 High St. complained 
to the selectmen two months ago that 
Coleman’s dog barked constantly, an- 
noying her and other neighbors. 

Dog Officer Donald Porter told the 
selectmen he checked on the dog twice 
daily for one month, and heard it bark only 
twice during that time. ‘“‘It did not seem 


like a barking dog to me,’’ Porter said. 
However, the dog officer added that 

three out of five neighbors he surveyed 

said the dog’s barking bothered them. 


“The dog has been quieter since I was 
here last time,’’ Pereira said, ‘‘and the 
police have responded a couple of times to 
my call, which is a big change.”’ 

Coleman agreed to the selectmen’s con- 
ditions, saying it has always been his 
policy to keep the dog indoors before 8:30 
a.m. and after 5 p.m.

Percy M. Proctor of 28 Summer St. 
retired more than 20 years ago, and he’s 
been keeping himself ‘‘busy, interested, 
and occupied’’ ever since. 

Old friends in Babylon, N.Y., Proctor’s 
home until a year ago, recently honored 
him for his contributions to the small Long 
Island community. 

And because of him, hundreds of people 
have learned to appreciate his fondest 
pastime, ‘‘stargazing.’’ 

The trustees of the Babylon Public 
Library dedicated the Percy M. Proctor 
Community Room in the library on May 4. 
On the same day, the Babylon Rotary Club 
donated $2000 to the library for a special 
Shelf of books in Proctor’s name. 

Without Proctor’s efforts, the people of 
Babylon might not have the public library 
they have today. He first became in- 
terested in the town’s small private 
library in 1958, when he retired as 
Babylon's superintendent of schools after 
23 years of service. 

At that time, Proctor says, ‘‘I used to go 
to the library quite often, and I noticed 
that it had a very poor selection of books.”’ 

He began to work on improving the 
library's collection, and in 1961 was named 
a trustee. Two years later, he was elected 
president of the trustees. 

Soon he was leading a successful cam- 
paign to appropriate funds for a new 


public library in Babylon. Proctor went on. 


to serve for 15 years as president of the 
trustees, resigning only last year when he 
moved to Andover with his wife, Mildred. 

During his years in Babylon, Proctor 
and a friend turned a local club into a 
Rotary Club. He became ‘‘very active’’ in 
the Rotary, earning the distinction of a 
Paul Harris fellowship and an: honorary 


» Mémbership.. 


A native of Cambridge, Proctor is a 
graduate of Rindge Manual Training High 
School (now Cambridge Rindge) and of 
Tufts University, Class of 713. 

“TI worked my way through school by 
writing for newspapers,’”’ Proctor recalls. 
“T started at the Christian Science 
Monitor, then worked my way up to the 
Boston Advertiser and eventually the 
Boston Globe.’’ During his senior year, he 
earned $500 as a reporter, he says. 

Years as an English teacher in Penn- 
sylvania, New York, and Massachusetts 
followed, until Proctor became a high 
school principal in Patchogue, Long Island 
in 1927, and superintendent of schools in 
Babylon in 1935, 

Along with his interest in the Babylon 
library, Proctor’s retirement also left him 
time to pursue an old hobby: astronomy. 

“Once you get started stargazing, it 
grows on you, that’s all’’ he explains. He 
likes astronomy partly because “‘it is not a 
Static science. There is always something 
new happening. I’m still learning, and 
there is so much more to learn.”’ 

Proctor set out to share his enthusiasm 
with as many people as possible. ‘‘I tried 
to popularize stargazing and to teach it, he 
Says, by lecturing at Jones Beach on Sun- 
day evenings, and teaching classes in 
Babylon. 

At Jones Beach, Proctor had 10 
telescopes aimed at the skies, and ‘10 
men recruited. Each was taught to find 
one thing in the sky, to know all about it 
and be able to answer questions about it.’”’ 

After an indoor lecture, Proctor would 
lead his audience onto the beach, climb 
onto a platform and shine a spotlight into 
the sky. ‘It was quite a program,’ he 
remembers, 

‘ Proetor also taught many Andover

children to stargaze during visits to his 

daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 

Edward Romeo, with whom he now lives. 

“I always brought up my three-inch 
telescopes,’’ Proctor says of those visits, 
“and all the neighborhood children 
gathered around. ‘Are you going to show 
us the stars?’, they’d ask. So night after 
night, I showed them things.” 

Proctor wrote a weekly newspaper 
column, ‘“‘Look Up at the Heavens’’, for 
nearly 20 years, and published a book on 
astronomy called ‘Star Myths and Stories’ 
in 1972. (The book is no longer in print.) 

With a weekly astronomy bulletin dis- 
tributed at Memorial Hall Library, Proc- 
tor continues to teach and write about 
astronomy. 

Each week the bulletin focuses on a new 
topic: It may be the Milky Way galaxy, 
black holes, or Pluto’s newly-discovered 
moon. 

Proctor keeps a diary of what is happen- 
ing in the skies day-by-day, ‘‘so I know 
what will happen next, and I try to write 
about what will happen next,’’ he explains. 

For instance, on a recent morning Proc- 
tor was working on a bulletin called 
“Goodbye, Venus,’’ because that planet is 
soon to disappear in the evening’’ and ° 
come back in the morning sky. Someone 
ought to write a poem about it,’’ he com- 
ments. 

Beginning May 24, he continues, Mer- 
cury and Venus will begin to change posi- 
tion in the evening sky. ‘“‘On June 1, you 
will be able to see five planets in the sky at 
one time which is a rather unusual oc- 
currence. Not many people manage to see 
five planets. This is an unusual chance to 
see Mercury as well,”’ 

Each month, one bulletin is devoted to a 
star map and instructions on its use. Proc- 
tor says he also tries ‘‘to let people know, 
as a constellation comes up in the east, 
how it will look, so that they can learn the 
constellations one by one. And I hope,’’ he 
says, still a teacher, ‘‘that a lot of people 
have learned them by now.’’ 

Proctor credits library staffer Dorothy 
Sherrerd with doing a ‘“‘magnificent job” 
of transforming his reports into 100 
printed copies a week. He is happy that 
there is a ‘‘continuing interest and 
demand”’ for the bulletins. 

Memorial Hall Library is a ‘‘good 
library,’ Proctor says. ‘I’ve always like 
it. When I visited here for many years, I 
always went down there to do some 
work.”’ 

Unfortunately, however, Proctor 
doesn’t get out very often these days, he 
says, ‘‘I will be 89 years old on the 21st of 
July,” he explains. 

Although their granddaughter, Mrs. 
Ralph Harrison, visits often, Proctor and 
his wife still miss Babylon life. ‘‘We miss 
the people who were coming in constantly 
in Babylon,” he says. ‘‘We lived in one 
house for 25 years, and we knew people for 
miles around. ‘This is kind of a lonely ex- 
istence for us.”’ 

Proctor could not travel to Babylon for

the ceremonies in his honor, his friends 
arranged a conference call to him from 
the library. 


“That was a very interesting ex- 
perience,’’ he says, smiling. “I spoke to 
the whole group in the library, and then, 
friend after friend from the library and 
the Rotary talked to me.”’ 


Proctor is pleased to have been 
remembered for his accomplishments. 
‘It’s a wonderful feeling to think that peo- 
ple thought enough of me to do these 
things,”’ he says softly. ‘‘I feel very proud.

Fellow Citizens of Andover: 


A number of events resulting from the flexibility of a 
democratic form of government as well as from natural phenomena 
occurred during the year 1979, making it another very active 
year for your town government. Again, a number of changes in 
the Board of Selectmen occurred, beginning with the resignation 
on February 1, 1979 of the Board Chairman, Albert Cole, Jr., 
for reasons of health. Because of the short time remaining 
before the annual town elections, it was decided not to appoint 
a replacement for Mr. Cole and Vice-Chairman, Edward M. Harris, 
became Acting Chairman. 


At the annual election on March 26, 1979, Norma H. Gammon 
and Lawrence J. Sullivan were elected Selectmen to fill the 
existing vacancies, the former for a three-year term and the 
latter for the one-year remaining of former Chairman Albert 
Cole's term. At the same election, Selectman Susan T. Poore was 
re-elected to fill her own vacancy for another term of three 


years. Selectman Edward M. Harris was elected Chairman of the 


Board; James Abramson, Vice-Chairman, and Susan T. Poore, Secretary, 


for the ensuing year. 


Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark finished his first year in 
office in March. During the year a number of organizational 
changes designed to improve the functioning of the town govern- 
ment were put into effect with the concurrence of the Board of 
Selectmen, Among personnel changes resulting from these was the 
departure of the Assistant Town Manager, Sheldon 8S. Cohen in May. 
Mr. Cohen had been employed by the town in that capacity since 
August of 1973. Mr. Cohen, of course, had been Acting Town 
Manager during the interim between the departure of J. Maynard 
Austin, the former Town Manager, and the arrival of the new 
manager, Mr. Clark. It was during this period that the famous 
Blizzard of '78 occurred. 


Natural phenomena wrought additional damage on the town 
jin 1979 in the form of a flood resulting from the overflowing 
of the Shawsheen River. This flood brought about rupture of 
the town's outfall sewer in South Lawrence and only the greatest 
effort by the Department of Public Works and other elements of 
the town as well as a detachment of the Massachusetts National 
Guard preventedthe loss of the Riverina Road Pumping Station.

Another problem facing the town was brought about by the 
efforts of the Commonwealth to develop a ceiling on municipal 


expenditures. Eventually, the Legislature was able to agree 
on a bill to limit municipalities to a 4% increase over 1978, 
a policy that would prevail for two years. However, this 


decision came so late in the spring that it became necessary 
to postpone the Annual Town Meeting from its original date of 
Apri lo2zs tor May 7, L979. “Au the same time a problem arose as 
to a site for the Town Meeting due to the finding by the town 
authorities that the Memorial Auditorium of the East Junior 
High School had become structurally unsafe for use. It was 
only through the kindness of the authorities of Phillips 
Academy who offered the use of the Case Memorial Case to the 
town that a room large enough to accommodate those attending 
the Town Meeting could be found. 
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Perhaps the most difficulty for the town administration 
has arisen from the action of the Legislature in establishing 
the ceiling already mentioned for 1979 and 1980 of 4% over that 
for 1978 for the tax levy on the one hand and the amount appropri- 
ated,less certain sums, on the other. In order to exceed those 
amounts, it is necessary for the Town Meeting to produce a two- 
thirds majority vote, rather than a simple majority on that part 
of the budget or on a warrant article which exceeds the 4%. 


The foregoing relates to some specific matters thought to 
be of special interest. The sections which follow contain more 
detailed relations of the specific problems which have faced the 
Board of Selectmen, the Town Manager and elements of the town 
government. 


The Board of Selectmen is always on the lookout for citizens 
with both the interest and the qualifications to serve the town 
on one of the many boards and committees formed of volunteers 
and upon which much of the work of the town government depends. 
Those who think that they fall into such a category should not 
hesitate to obtain the necessary form from the Town Hall and 
by completing the form and turning it in, enroll in the Town 
Talent Bank. The town needs you.

The Cover 


The cover of this year’s annual town 
report supplement, entitled, Designs 
For The 80’s, shows one of the many 
architectural plans considered for the 
school building program, which oc- 
cupied considerable time during 1979. 

This particular plan is the high 
school auditorium, one of three por- 
tions of the total project which ul- 
timately went to town meeting in 
April, 19890. 

In the planning stage for two years, 
the project will result in a new junior 
high addition, an auditorium for the 
high school and renovations at West 
Junior High. It is anticipated that the 
program will meet the town’s secon- 
dary educational plant needs well 
beyond the decade of the 80's.

While many less visible changes 
were undertaken in providing for the 
general administration of the Towr 
than the departmenta. 
reorganizations of calendar year 1978 
the events of 1979 are of equal 
significance in helping to develop the 
ability of the Town to provide efficient 
and effective municipal services. The 
implementation of the new computer 
system is a major factor in reshaping 
the Town. Nearly all financial 
management practices have been 
reviewed and revised as appropriate. 
The police information system, fire 
command data base, property record 
information system and work process- 
ing applications all contribute or will 
contribute to obtain more information 
more quickly. 

The newly formed department of 
community development and planning 
in its first full y ear has clearly 
demonstrated its value. Nine new in- 


-dustries started facility projects in 


Andover. The review of all 
applications for development oc- 
curred in an orderly and timely 
manner helping to increase the tax 
base of Andover by 20 percent. The 
litigation between developers and 
town review boards has decreased. 
The issues of providing for quality 
development has helped to eliminate 
the frustration of the so-called ‘‘red 
tape’’ in any governmental review 
and permit approval process. Inspec- 
tions are coordinated and timely. 
The adoption of tax cap legislation 
created some difficulties for the 
management of the Town, but it also 
helped to produce several beneficial 
results. The tax cap forced a greater 
examination of the Town’s revenue 
structure causing a shift of ap- 
proximately one dollar on the tax rate 
to user fees and charges. The manag- 
ment position at the collective 
bargaining table has been strengthen- 
ed. Central dispatching is being im- 
plemented as a cost avoidance 
strategy. Leaf collection which 
benefitted only a portion of the com- 
munity was eliminated as a regular 
Town function. While it may not be 
possible to remain within the four per- 
cent tax cap guideline during periods 


90 CETA Employees 


More than 90 people were employed 
in Andover under programs of the 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) during 1979. 
Nearly 70 percent of the employees 
hired were Andover residents. 

During the year, ten town 
departments and three nonprofit 
agencies used CETA personnel to 
carry out useful and necessary func- 
tions, resulting in decreased 
operating expenses for town. 

CETA workers served in. such 
positions as clerk-typist, bookkeeper, 
substitute teacher, teachers’ aide, 
painter, mechanic, driver, and 
switchboard operators, among many 
others, within such town departments 
as town hall, the library, school 
department, department of public 
works, and police department, among 
others. 


of double digit inflation and maintain 
the same level of services, the local 
option override has strengthened the 
review of Town Meeting in deter- 
mining those services which the Town 
will and will not provide. 


The single most demanding respon- 
sibility of the Town administration 
has been working with the School 
Committee, School Building Com- 
mittee, school administration and 
architects in redefining the school 
building program. A less expensive 
construction alternative to the facility 
replacement program being explored, 
a more rapid decline in the student 
population than projected and public 
resistance to the elimination of East 
Junior High caused a thorough reex- 
amination of (1). student population 
projections, (2) the organizational 
structure of the school system and (3) 
the costs from $14M to $11.5M One 
school has been eliminated from con- 
tinued operation. The possibility of 
double sessions has been precluded. 
And, it may also be possible to ad- 
dress other community needs such as 
joint Town and Schoo! administrative 
offices in East Junior High, additional 
commercial space, reduction of park- 
ing congestion. The 1980 Annual Town 
Meeting will have the opportunity to 
review and vote upon these issues. 
Hopefully Andover will decide to com- 
plete its secondary educational 
facilities. 


The year was filled with the usual 
plethora of administative details in- 
volving labor negotiations with four 
different employee groups, energy 
conservation, public works construc- 
tion projects, the formulation of a 
master sewer plan and administrative 
policy proposals and the many other 
routine tasks associated with the run- 
ning of the Town of Andover. Among 
these ministerial tasks and as a 
matter of bylaw I am pleased to 
report the following surplus items 
were sold: (a) three sheets of steel 
from the former police firing range in 
the basement of Town Hall at $50.00 
plus removal expenses and (b) tax 
acquired property as Lot 22, Map 83 at 
$350.00 plus expenses. 


Utilized 


Funding for the CETA programs, 
under Title II and Title VI of Public 
Service Employment (PSE) 
amounted to a total of more than 
$218,700. 

Because the state Office of Man- 
power Affairs has mandated that’ no 
CETA employee may work more than 
18 months, there is a constant tur- 
nover among CETA employees. As of 
January 1, 1980, 14 CETA workers 
were employed in Andover. 

The termination of present 
employees will not mean the end of 
the CETA program itself. Although 
tne Office of Manpower Affairs has in- 
stituted a 60 percent cutback in fun- 
ding for Publie Service Employment, 
also increased funding for training 
and educational programs in the 
Merrimack Valley which. will con- 
tinue through fiscal,year,,1980,, « 
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The year 1979 witnessed the begin- 
nings of the Department of Finance 
and Budget and the recruitment of its 
first director in May, 1979. 

The area of municipal financial 
management and administration is 
rapidly increasing in complexity and 
concern as inflation continues to 
decrease the purchasing power of the 
dollar, as taxpayers become more and 
more concerned that their tax dollars 
are spent efficiently and effectively, 
as the demand for public service 
remains strong, and as the complex- 
ities of intergovernmental fiscal 
recognition of these concerns and the 
foresight that managing the financial 
future of the Town requires the coor- 
dination of sound in-house financial 
planning and control among the fiscal 
arms of the Town government; the of- 
fices of the Town Accountant, 
Assessor, Treasurer/Tax Collector, 
Purchasing Agent, and Budget and 
Finance, analysis of departmental 
budgets and financial operations and 
relationships with the federal, state 
and municipal governments. 

In late 1978 the Town Meeting voted 
the acquisition of a new computer 
system, a Digital PDP 11/70 and the 
licensed use of ADMINS software. 
This choice has provided a sound vehi- 
cle to guide us into the 1980s. With this 
computer system, the Town has mov- 
ed into the forefront of town 
municipal data processing in 
Massachusetts under the productive 
combination of ADMINS software, 
the municipal consulting firm of 
MISTI, Inc., and the Town’s in-house 
computer operator and Director of 
Finance and Budget.

Handling Municipal 


The financial management systems 
are in process of undergoing conver- 
sion and overhaul to speed processing 
time, reduce clerical effort, improve 
accounting and record-keeping 
procedures and provide for timely and 
meaningful financial, statistical and 
management reports. During 1979, the 
following computerized, financial 
applications were designed and im- 
plemented: 

PAYROLL — The payroll applica- 
tion was a conversion from the old 
NCR bookkeeping system. Payroll 
processing is much faster and the 
sizeable payroll data base allows for 
accurate retention of individual infor- 
mation and quick generation of a 
large number of internal and external 
payroll reports. 

ACCOUNTS PAYABLE — The ac- 
counts payable application was a con- 
version from the old NCR bookkeep- 
ing system. Similar to payroll, 
processing is faster and information 
captured is much greater, assisting in 
recognizing vendor discounts and 
purchasing information and control. 

APPROPRIATIONS 
ACCOUNTING — This application 
was a conversion from the NCR 
system. This system provides two 
levels of control on a timely basis; the 
statutory appropriations control 
responsibility of the Town Accountant 
and the budget management respon- 
sibility of the department. Program 
budgeting is a part of the software 
application to be developed over the 
next several years. 

ANNUAL TOWN BUDGET — New 
application. The fiscal year 1981 
budget was developed and produced

on computer for the first time in the 
Town’s history. The mechanics of 
budget preparation, budget review 
and editing were greatly simplified 
and a substantial amount of time sav- 
ed which will enhance the control and 
analysis phases of the budget process. 

The design of the water and sewer 
system was initiated in late 1979 and 
is expected to be fully operational in 
early 1980. In addition to providing for 
a rapid and accurate billing and ac- 


For The Police Dept. 


Last year saw a number of per- 
sonnel changes within the Police 
Department — most notably, the 
retirement of Chief David L. Nicoll, 
who served the town for 42 years, 26 of 
them as chief. 

James Johnson took the position of 
Acting Chief November 1, when Chief 
Nicoll went on leave in anticipation of 
his retirement. Chief Johnson was for- 
mally appointed to the position early 
this year. 

With the crime rate steadily in- 
creasing, the department launched an 
aggressive crime prevention 
program, encouraging citizens to 
report suspicious or criminal activity 
immediately. The program is based 
on the premise that townspecple can 
help the police department to help 
them. 

One of the most alarming and costly 
issues last year was the increase in 
vandalism, with 972 cases of wanton 
and senseless acts reported, com- 
pared to last year’s 734. 

Also increased were the number of 
burglaries (327 in 1979, 257 in 1978), 


larceniés (533 in 1979, 473 in 1978), and 


stolen cars (129 in 1979, 99 in 1978). 


A Change Of Command 


The number of motor vehicle ac- 
cidents decreased, however, with $16 
reported during 1979, and 954 during 
the previous year. 

Several changes were made at the 
police station during the year: a wall 
was built to separate the lobby from 
the dispatch area to increase fuel ef- 
ficiency and security for personnel; a 
clerk was relocated near the front 
door to lessen the workload on the dis- 
patcher and desk sergeant; and a 
comprehensive crime analysis 
program was begun in preparation for 
the town’s new computer system. 

The color of the patrol cars was also 
changed, from solid blue to navy and 
white, to create higher visibility. 

As in past yéars, the department 
still consists of one chief, three 
lieutenants, five sergeants, and 32 
patrolmen, for a total of 41 sworn per- 
sonnel. 

In addition, there are four reserve 
police officers, 17 crossing guards, 
two clerks, four dispatchers, one 
mechanic-maintenance man, and one 
information specialist to operate the 
computer. The ‘position of legal ad- 
visor was eliminated. 


counts receivable section, the system 
will provide information more easily 
obtained to assist in the analysis of 
water and sewer consumption, 
revenues and rates. 


Much work remains to be done in 
the area of financial information 
systems over the upcoming years and 
the Department is optimistic that im- 
provements accomplished in 1979 will 
continue throughout the 1980s.

The planning board during 1979 es- 
tablished $267,912 in improvement 
performance bonds, releasing 102 lots 
for sale and development. 

The board approved 13 plans for 
subdivisions, totalling 157 lots, as well 
as two special permits for cluster 
developments. 

Five warrant articles, amendments 
to the zoning bylaw, were adopted by 
town meeting. Among them were: 

e An amendment prohibiting ‘‘fast 
food’’ restaurants in all districts, ex- 
cept on application to the zoning board 
of appeals in the general business and 
industrial general zones. 
e An amendment creating a design 
advisory group to review 
applications for building permits 
within the general business zone, 
- which includes Shawsheen, 
Ballardvale, and the central 
business district. 
e And an amendment to control 
parking and access in the central 
business district, on streets adja- 
cent to Main Street. 


Among the many issues the board of 
health has been involved with during 
the past year was the adoption of a 
new minimum requirements for sub- 
surface disposal of sanitary sewage. 
These requirements have had a 
significant impact on new residential 
development. 

In addition, the board has also been 
working toward the development of a 
set of well water regulations that 
shoyld enable the’ town’ to» better » 
regulate the quality of drinking water. 


The Department of Community 
Development and Planning, the first 
in operation under the town’s 
reorganizational plan, moved into its 
new quarters in the theater building 
on Essex Street during the year. 

Rhys G. Kear is director of the 
department which co-ordinates the 
various agencies associated with 
growth management of the town. 

Without question, the coordination 
at the plan approval level (boards and 
commissions) and the permit level 
(staff) has improved markedly. Con- 
sistency of representations between 
boards has led to consistency in ac- 
tions of the boards. New development 
review procedures utilizing revised 
critical path methods have resulted in 
significant improvements to the 
issuance of permits and the inspec- 
tions related thereto. This new coor- 
dination, in addition to ensuring a 
better residential environment in An- 
dover, is pariticularly attractive to 


potential industrial developers. The 
department is in a position to 
‘“‘fastrack’’ all proposed industrial 
development and this has helped the 
town to retain the qualities that made 
it an attractive location for the 
superior industrial development that 
wishes to locate in Andover. 

Application and permit fees were 
increased this past year, and with the 
volume of development activity the 
town is experiencing, department 
revenues have increased significant- 
ly. The estimated budget expenditure 
for FY 1980 is approximately $318,500 
with revenues projected to offset ap- 
proximately $210,000. or 2/3 of that 
amount. It is the board of selectmen’s 
position and the position of the boards 
and commissions associated with the 
department that, to the maximum 
feasible extent, fees should offset the 
cost of operating the department. The 
fees set by all the boards strive for 
this goal.

Influenza and pneumoccal vaccine 
were offered to residents, along with 
screening clinics for high blood 
pressure, diabetes, lazy eye blindness, 
and blood lead levels for children. 

The public health nurse was also in- 
volved in following up on a salmonella 
outbreak at Phillips Academy, and in 
Mantoux testing for tuberculosis. 

Members of the board of health 
were-Dr. Douglas Dunbar, chairman, 
Dr. James ,P., Kartell;,,and.Joseph P.

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Building Department Self-Supporting 


Part of the department of Com- 
munity Development and Planning, 
the building inspection division is 
responsible for enforcing the 
Massachusetts state building codes. 
Its rulings are subject to appeal to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals and state 
appeals boards. 

During the past year, the building 
inspection division issued 554 permits 
totalling $7,967,647 for additions and 
alterations; 293 permits totaling $523,- 
381 for for miscellaneous work; 121 
permits totalling $4,421,000 for 
dwelings and garages; and 16 permits 
totalling $10,899,233 for other 


buildings. No soil removal permits 
were issued. 

The permits totalled $23,813,261, 
with $154,779 collected in fees. 

Revenue from new fees approved by 
the selectmen during 1979, along with 
revenue from fees mandated by the 
state, have made the division self- 
supporting. 

Newly-enacted articles of the state 
building code requiring energy con- 
servation measures for all new 
buildings, and for additions and 
alterations as well, added to the 
division’s workload last year. 

Considerable time was also spent on 


inspections and reports on schools, 
special halls, nursing homes and 
many other buildings formerly under 
the jurisdiction of the Regions] State 
Inspector. 


Throughout the year, applications 
for zoning variances and special per- 
mits were received and processed 
through the inspection division, and 
records were kept for public review. 


As required by law, and requested 
by the selectmen, establishments 
seeking various licenses were in- 
spected for compliance with life safe- 
ty codes. 


Many building and zoning violations 
were investigated and corrected 
without incident; other violators, 
however, were prosecuted. 


The inspector of buildings, local 
building inspector, and the assistant 
local building inspector attended 
courses in advanced education spon- 
sored by the state of the 
Massachusetts Building Inspector’s 
Association. These mandatory 
courses help the inspectors maintain 
current certifications, and better in- 
erpret new amendments and re- 
quirements of the various codes. 


The conservation commission 
devoted most of its time to ad- 
ministering the wetlands protection 
act during 1979, in an effort to prevent 
future problems for the town and 
homeowners and to preserve wetlands 
functions. 

Forty-five decisions were rendered 
by the commission during the year, 
with three appealed to the state 
Department of Environmental Quali- 
ty Engineering (DEQE). 

More than 150 topographic maps of 
the town have been mapped for 
statutory wetlands, using aerial 
photographs. The maps are used by 
the town and developers in the plan- 
ning and evaluation of prospective

developments. , 

The conservation commission 
helped persuade the state to buy an 83- 
acre parcel of land along the Skug 
river and Jenkins Road as an addition 
to Harold Parker state forest. The 
Mortimer-Pettigrew property in- 
cludes the sites of a former large saw- 
mill, a nineteenth-century soapstone 
quarry, and the eastern shore of Bear 
Pond. 

The town was awarded $19,500 in 
self-help funds, as 50 percent reim- 
bursement for the purchase of three 
parcels of land. Funding for two ad- 
ditional parcels was still pending at 
year’s end. 

No new parcels of Land were re- 


quired during 1979. However, the com- 
mission is currently negotiating the 
purchase of land in the watershed of 
Fish Brook and Haggetts Pond, in- 
cluding the Forest Hills wetlands. 

There are now more than 500 acres 
of land in the custody of the conserva- 
tion commission, in more than 50 
parcels. The public is invited to use 
the land, under the rules adopted by 
the commission. 

The commission, along with the 
county forester, will supervise the 
work of Esty & Sons Lumber Com- 
pany as it removes 50,000 board feet of 
lumber from Carmel Woods off High 
Street. The lumber company is under 
contract to the town. 


Mill Building Conversion Allowed 


The zoning board of appeals this 
year granted a comprehensive permit 
for the-conversion of Tyer Rubber Co. 
property on Railroad Street into low 
and moderate income and elderly 
housing. The permit was issued to P. 
Leo Corcoran and John M. Corcoran 
of Andover Commons Associates. 

Reversing a decision of the building 
inspector, the board denied a permit 
for a proposed Donut Shop at 349 
North Main St. The original permit 
issued to George and James Chongris 
was opposed by the Friends of 
Shawsheen Village Association. 

In another board decision, a 
variance to off-street parking re- 
quirements was granted to allow the 
use of the Andover Institute of 
Business building for commercial and 
retail purposes. 

The zoning board of appeals meets 
monthly to consider applications for 
variances from the requirements of 
bylaws and special permits under the 
bylaws; to hear grievances against 
decisions of the building inspector or 
other administrative officers; and 
grant permission for the construction 
of low or moderate income housing. 

During the past year the board, in 
its 12 sessions, considered 62 
petitions, approving 37 variances and 
nine special permits. The board

' Reviewing The ’70’s 


Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert 
Superintendent Of Schools 


The decade of the seventies is past 
history. In a review of the happenings 
in the school system one can see that 
we had some troubled times and some 
excellent times. . 

In the early seventies curriculum 
change was quite dramatic. More in- 
struction was given to more in- 
dividuals than ever before. This con- 
tinues to be the case, but there are 
signs this may not continue in the 
future. The reason for this change is 
strictly economical. 

In the middle seventies we had an 


Facing An Awesome Challenge

The 1978-79 school year was filled 
with many newsworthy events. Israel 
and Egypt decided to give peace a 
chance. Americans marveled at close- 
up views of the planets as seen from 
Pioneer and Mariner. Double digit in- 
flation became commonplace and gas- 
Oline stations added another digit to 
their pumps to enable them to dole out 
this precious commodity at a dollar a 
gallon. 

In examining where we have been 
during the past year and the issued 
humankind faces in the next two 
decades, one is convinced that the 
schools are faced with an awesome 
challenge: the preparation of Citizens 
for the twenty-first century. The An- 


economic setback at the national level 
that had a tremendous impact locally. 

In an austerity move, Andover 
made the decision to reduce the level 
of expenditure; coupled with this 
reduction was a shift in emphasizing 
the 3 r’s. Classroom activities were 
geared to the intense focus on the 
basic skills with other activities seen 
as not essential. There should always 
be a good balance between the 
educational goals of the school system 
and the concern for the individual. In 
the decade ahead we hope to bring a 
better balance between the individual 
and the goals of schooling. The staff 
recognizes fully that children are in 
school to learn the tools of literacy, 
but they also suggest the academic 
pressures are too many children, es- 
pecially in the early grades. 


Highlights Of 
The Past Decade 

Curriculum: In 1971 the inservice 
program undertook to provide ad- 
vanced educational training for An- 
dover’s instructional and service 
staff. This program decreased 
dependence upon the colleges, and 
made use of our own talents for prac- 
tical classroom instruction. 

In sports, Andover teams won so 
many state and regional cham- 
pionships that Andover was the state 
leader in ‘‘won/loss’’ records for 
athletics and received the Dalton 
Award in 1978. 

In music, Andover students and 


dover Public Schools take this 
challenge seriously and during the 
past year have undertaken a series of 
programs to assure that students 
graduating fromthe schools are 
prepared for the roles they will be 
asked to assume as effective par- 
ticipants in our free society. 
Following an extensive review by 
members of the staff, and input from 
business leaders, parents, and 
Students, a new set of diploma re- 
quirements were adopted. These stan- 
dards reflect the academic, personal, 
and societal dimensions of each stu- 
dent developed through the school 
years. An Andover diploma wauld cer- 
tify that the graduate is a broadly 
educated individual capable of becom- 
ing a productive member of society. 
Successful achievement in meeting 
the standards will be measured 
through competency tests, satisfac- 
tory completion of courses, and/or 
verification of experiences. The re- 
quirements, that raise, the units re- 
quired for graduation from 16 to 20, 
are being phased in over a four-year 
period. Total implementation will be 
accomplished with the Class of 1983. 
Related to these requirments is the 
implementation of the basic skills im- 
provement policy enacted by the 
Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion. This policy is aimed at assisting 
all students in the achievement of 
minimum competencies for the basic 
Skills of reading, writing, 
mathematics, listening, and speaking. 
The school system has reviewed its 
Standards in relation to state 
minimum competencies. During the 
1979-1980 school year parents, 
teachers, administrators, and the 
eneral public will be called upon to 
lay a role in the development of 


staff produced excellent shows, plays 
and musicals. Our choir and band won 
many awards locally and in traveling 
competitions. 

Building Programs: When the 70’s 
began, there was the hope that the 
1972 school building program would be 
completed. The 70’s have passed, and 
the outcome is still doubtful; more 
than 4,000 students still learn in sub- 
standard facilities. Over the ten 
years, a number of recommendations 
have been submitted to the School 
Committee and town meeting in an 
attempt to solve the building problem. 
With the exception of the renovation 
of Doherty and Shawsheen Schools, no 
other recommendations were ap- 
proved. In the meantime, state aid 
was decreased from 65 percent to 50 
percent. és 

If one were to plot the sum of money 
spent per child with a comparison of 
academic achievement, one could 
conclude that the Andover student 
achieves significantly more than his 
national and state student counter- 
part; and yet, Andover spends less per 
pupil than the average for the state. If 
one were to compare this concept for 
the private sector, one would conclude 
the product is excellent and the price 
is more than reasonable. In tracing 
the per-pupil costs for the past 
decade, Andover was at (or above) 
the state average spent for each pupil 
in the early 70’s; however, in the last 
five years, Andover has spent less 
than the state average. 


minimum standards for Andover, ap- 
propriate evaluation instruments, 
follow-up programs and services, and 
plans for monitoring, evaluating, and 
modifying program plans. This type of 
competency testing is an integral part 
of the diploma requirements describ- 
ed above and is a natural follow-up to 
the kinds of testing programs 
monitoring activities that are now 
commonplace in Andover. 


A random sampling of Andover 
eighth and eleventh grade students 
participated in a pilot program to 
field-test the state assessment testing 
program in the spring of 1979. An 
analysis of the test results indicated 
that the eleventh grade students 
scored significantly above the state 
average in each part of the test. An- 
dover eighth graders did as well or 
better than the state assessment 
averages for twelfth grade students 
throughout the Commonwealth. These 
results confirmed other testing con- 
ducted in the schools which show An- 
dover students at all grade levels ex- 
ceeding significantly national 
averages in basic skills achievement. 

Secondary school administrators 


worked closely with the building com- 
mittee and architects to ensure the 


_development of effective designs for 


the building program. 


Much effort was made during the 
school year to coordinate and 
evaluate instructional activities and 
materials in kindergarten curriculum 
councils in language arts, 
mathematics, science, and social 
Studies and their, in turn, extensive 
review of programs in grades 
kindergarten through twelve. Staff in 


other curricular areas have conducted’ 


similar reviews. This evaluation has 


The Future: There is agrowing con- 
cern within the school system of the 
degree of community commitment to 
public school education. We all feel 
very proud of our achievements and 
the level of service given Andover 
children, but when it comes to im- 
provement of buildings, or additional 
staff, or increasing our inventory, the 
needed support seems not to 
materialize. Repairs to the high 
school gym room and the Bancroft 
roof occurred only when it became es- 
sential to do so. 


Inflation and the oil crisis have 
caused all of us to reorder our 
priorities. People on fixed incomes 
are ina terrible squeeze. In such a cir- 
cumstance we may be reluctant to 
spend; however, in the years ahead, if 
the trend continues, and if more peo- 
ple do not register their positive sup- 
portive sentiments at school com- 
mittee and town meetings, then I 
Suggest to you, Andover will regress 
as a school system, and our pride will 
no longer be justified. 


In summary, the decade of the 70’s 
was a mixed one for education. As the 
decade has ended with less financial 
support for education and inadequate 
facilities, as compared to other 
towns, we are continuing to stress 
achievement. In the decade ahead, we 


-will see just where education stands 


on a community priority basis in the 
Town of Andover. 


indicated that Andover’s programs 
seem to be achieving their broad 
goals. There does appear to be a need, 
however, to provide increased ar- 
ticulation from level to level, to 
develop a long-range replacement 
program for outdated texts and worn- 
out equipment and to make more un- 
iform the time allotments provided 
for_various subjcts. These needs have 
already been addressed in foreign 
language through the implementation 
of a new Spanish I program and and 
addition of a well-designed health 
education program at the elementary 
and secondary levels. 


It is generally accepted that effec- 
tive teaching is the most important 
element in a good education. A 
performance-based teacher evalua- 
tion system was field tested last 
winter and spring. This system is bas- 
ed on a Set of ten major standards that 
research indicated result in most 
effective learning. The system proved 
to have a very high degree of validity 
and reliability in assessing teacher 
effectiveness and was implemented 
for system use in September. 


The challenges for education that 
the demands of the eighties and 
nineties will bring require a concen- 
trated effort on the part of both the 
citizens and educators in the town of 
Andover. During my first year as 
assistant superintendent of schools, I 
have been impressed with the quality 
of the staff and its commitment to 
meeting the educational goals of the 
community. I am confident that the 
cilizens of Andover recognize the ef-

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A Year \Of Reductions

The 1978-79 year might be thought of 
as the ‘‘year of reductions’’ for An- 
dover’s schools. Tax cap legislation 
led to the passing of a drastically- 
reduced budget. Recent 
demographic work led to reductions 
in anticipated school size, plans to 
close an elementary school next year 
and consequent changes in the school 
building program. The Committee, 
itself, is currently reduced by the 
move of Casimir Kolaski out-of-state 
and his consequent resignation. 

The reductions necessitated by our 
reduced budget will be felt throughout 
the year to come. We will see more 
children working, no summer school, 
less funding available for new 
programs, for training teachers and

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for existing programs in athletics, 
gifted and talented and the YES 
program. These cuts, combined with 
staff and aide reductions, will be felt 
throughout the system. It has been our 
intent in effecting these reductions to 
protect the basic program and con- 
tinue to work toward providing con- 
sistency of services and facilities for 
all of our schools. 

Reductions in population predic- 
tions came as no surprise, but the rate 
of decline is increasing more rapidly 
than anticipated. In response to the 
most recent work, the. Committee 
plans to close one elementary school 
next year and another before 1985. 
The interrelationships of closing one 
school, the declining enrollment and 
the need to replace or renovate Kast 
Junior High necessitates a review of 
all of our buildings and their future 
use. The School Building Committee 
will undertake this in the next few 
months. The result of their study will 
enable us to make appropriate ad- 
justments in the program for updating 
all of our secondary schools. 

Not all of our actions have been 
related to reductions this year. 
Academically, we have seen the im- 
plementation of a readiness class at 
one location and training of primary 
teachers in child development. The 
consequent modifications have ad- 
dressed a need highlighted last year 
by our teachers. Children enter our 
schools with greatly differing 
capabilities and maturational levels. 
We are developing a program which 
can address these differences. As this 
program is proven, it will be expand- 
ed to other locations. 

In the operating area, we have seen 
the initiation of computerized data

processing in the School Department. 
Our accounting, accounts payable, 
payroll, student scheduling and record 
keeping are now implemented. 
Modifications and refinements con- 
tinue as these functions are used more 
effectively in departmental decision 
making. 


Lastly. we have seen excellent 
progress in student achievement in 
academic, athletic and social areas. 
Our academic achievement, 
measured by national standards, 
shows remarkable levels of achieve- 
ment. A majority of our students are 
testing in the eightieth and ninetieth 
percentile. This continuous level of 
achievement over the past years is 
one way of attesting to the value of 
our system. The students, 
themselves, have made other steps 
toward excellence on the track and 
the athletic fields. Socially, they have 
shown a willingness to address their 
own problems and those of the world 
around them by service to Andover’s 
elderly, providing food for the world’s 
hungry, counseling with their peers 
and building a big brother/big sister 
program. 


We can look ahead to a period of 
continued concentration on the 
building program, dealing with the 
effects of declining enrollment and 
enhancement of the academic 
programs. Our enrollment and 
building changes will affect the entire 
organization. Our intent is to develop 
plans for the necessary changes in 
staffing, student assignments, etc. 
and implement them with thoughtful 
planning. Change is never easy but it 
can be a source of growth if it is 
handled appropriately.

Carelessness Cause Of Fires 


As in past years, carelessness was 
the major cause of fires in Andover 
during 1979. 

Misuse of smoking materials, 
children playing with matches, and 
faulty electrical appliances and wir- 
ing contributed to 924 fires last year, 
at a total cost of approximately $110,- 
242. 

Fourteen members of the fire 
department are now nationally 
registered Emergency Medical 
Technicians (EMTs). All department 
members have been trained in cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation (CPR) by 
two CPR instructors in the depart- 
ment, and all were certified in CPR 
during the year. 

The ambulance qualified for a 
Massachusetts license for 1979-80, 
having met all requirements of state 
laws under the Department of Public 
Health. A total of 1,037 ambulance 
calls were made in town during 1979. 

The ‘‘Jaws of Life’’ was purchased 
with an appropriation from 1978 an- 
nual town meeting, and has already 
proven its usefulness on many oc- 
casions. 

The fire prevention program was 
conducted during October. The 
department held a successful open 
house at the central station, with an 


overwhelming response from the 
residents of Andover. 

As required by state statutes, 
quarterly inspections of nursing 
homes, hospitals and inns were. con- 
ducted, as well as inspections of and 
fire drills at public and private 
schools. Mercantile and_ industrial 
buildings, churches, garages and ser- 
vice stations were also inspected. 
Reports were filed on all inspections. 

Dwelling houses with three or more 
apartments were also inspected, with 
findings and recommendations sent to 
the owners and occupants. 

In-service inspections were con- 
ducted from all three fire stations — 
at the public safety center, in Ballard- 
vale, and West Andover — using 
radio-controlled fire trucks and a full 
complement of fire fighters. 

Permits issued included those for 
oil storage, flammable liquid storage 
and all such associated equipment, 
blasting, model rocketry, and fire 
alarms. 

With 57 men and seven pieces of 
fire-fighting apparatus, the Fire 
Department installs, repairs, and 
maintains a coded fire alarm system 
comprised of approximately three 
million feet of wiring, street boxes, 
and station equipment. | « re 
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Seleetmen’s Decisions 


During the past year, the selectmen met in 22 
regular sessions, ten special meetings and 16 
conference sessions. During some of these 
meetings, the board convened as members of the 
water or sewer commission. Meetings were also 
held jointly with other boards and commissions. 

The board held two joint meetings with the 
school committee to appoint a school committee 
member to replace Casimir J. Kolaski who 


resigned to accept employment out of state. 


Following the town election in March, in which 
Susan T. Poore was re-elected and Norma H. 
Gammon to a three-year term and Atty. 
Lawrence J. Sullivan to a one-year term, the 
board, at an organization session chose Edward 
M. Harris as chairman, James Abramson, vice 
chairman and Susan T. Poore, secretary.

Approved town manager’s actions in the 
increasing of certain fees in an effort to make 
certain offices in the town self-sustaining. 


Due to the deterioration of water mains and 
continued problems in the Shawsheen area, the 
board agreed that the pipes should be replaced 
and so proposed the matter to town meeting. 


Approved requests for Industrial Development 
Revenue Bonds for new firms interested in 
locating in Lowell Junction. 


The board took exception to a study provided 
by the Merrimack Valley Planning Commission 
relative to 208 Water Quality Planning based on 
the examination not being adequately funded, a 
matter the MVPC subsequently agreed with. 


Agreed to supply North Reading with water, 
due to problems in the adjacent community. 


Authorized $500 reward for information leading 
to arrest of persons who vandalized Holt Hill 
water tank, also $500 for apprehension of a 
female student who was a victim of assault in 
Ballardvale. Also established fund to aid family 
of the assault victim. 


The board. having examining the problem of 
maintenance of public building, authorized ap- 
pointment of committee to look into the possibili- 
ty of a central maintenance organization to 
oversee town and school buildings.

During 1979,Town Counsel rendered 
more than 98 informal opinions, and 
had conferences with the town 
manager and town officials on an 
almost daily basis. 

Approximately 200 telephone con- 
ferences with town officials often 
resulted in the rendering of oral legal 
opinions. 

Twenty new cases were brought 
against the town during the year, 
while 10 cases were successfully dis- 
posed of. 

Town counsel researched and 
rendered 33 formal! legal opinions to 
town officials, reviewed all warrant 
articles and attended all town 
meetings, and made numerous 
appearances before state courts and 
administrative boards. 

In addition, town counsel drew and 
reviewed contracts; and drafted, 
reviewed and recorded numerous 
deeds, easements, releases, 
agreements and betterment 
assessments.

Andover Civil Defense acts as a 
liason between the town government 
and state Civil Defense Agency. The 
state came to the town’s aid in 
January 1979 when heavy rains and a 
quick thaw of ice and snow caused 
flooding problems at the Riverina 
Road pumping station, as well as for 
homes and businesses. 

During this time, the state agency 
supplied pumps, 50,000 sand bags, and 
National Guard assistance, allowing 
town employees to get some relief. 
Most of this assistance was at no ad- 
ditional cost to the town 
The town received a vehicle from the 
state and a new generator, which is 
is currently being used at the Ballard 
Vale fire station for emergency 
power. 

Andover now has four vehicles ob- 
tained through Civil Defense and a 
large generator. This equipment is 
loaned to the town department with 
the greatest need. 


Collaborative 
Bidding 
Helpful 


Some examples of approximately 70 
major bids put out by Central 
Purchasing for the town and schools 
during 1979 and fiscal year 1980 in- 
clude; a data communications system 
for the school department, hydrants, a 
collaborative bid on police, cruisers, 
reroofing the Bancroft school, and 
water treatment chemicals.

After two years of administrative 
changes within the department of 
Community Services, Joan Pearson, 
acting director since May 1977, was 
named director during 1979. Mary 
Schelling, formerly program assis- 
tant. became program coordinator for 
educational and enrichment ac- 
tivities. 

The department received two 
honors during the year: It was 
presented an award of merit by the 
Sports Foundation; and it was chosen 
by the state department of Education 
as one of five model programs for a 
handbook on community education in 
Massachusetts. 

The department was involved in two 
committees that studied the problems 
of youth and vandalism, the drug and 
alcohol task force, and the youth 
needs study committee. Community 
Services also undertook a comprehen- 
sive study of all municipal buildings 
either directly or indirectly under its 
supervision. 

Early in the year, the department 
devoted much of its time to a town

Council Provides Elderly Programs 


The Council on Aging coordinates 
and carries out programs to meet the 
needs of Andover’s aging population, 
in cooperation with the Department of 
Community Services, Division of 
Elder Affairs. 

During March 1979, the Andover 
Senior Citizens Center operated by the 
Council on Aging, moved to newly- 
renovated barrier-free quarters on 
the first floor of the 11 Essex Street 
theatre building. Attendance at the 
center has increased, with weekly 
attendance averaging 500. The center 
offers a variety of social, 
recreational, health and counseling 
services for residents age 60 and 
older. 

With assistance from the National 
Council on Aging and the National En- 
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the lack of adequate maintenance 
help. Recreation Park was the site of 
repeated vandalism, in part because 
the roadway leading to the park has 
been widened, with no regularly 
scheduled activities there to protect 
the area, making it an attractive 
gathering place for teens. 

More than 1800 people participated 


dowment for the Arts and 
Humanities, a humanities program 
has been introduced at the center. The 
first program in the series, ‘‘Explor- 
ing Local History,’’ was presented in 
cooperation with the Andover 
Historical Society. 

A Monday film series has also been 
introduced to the program, which also 
includes line dancing, singing, 
quilting, bridge, bowling, bingo, 
travelogues and a variety of other ac- 
tivities. 

The town contracted with the 
Merrimack Valley Regional Transit 
Authority for elderly and handicapped 
transportation in December 1979. The 
Council on Aging recommended this 
as the most cost-effective way to 
provide such transportation, because 


in winter classes offered by the 
department, and more than 800 in 
special events, and nearly 1000 in the 
cultural series programs. 

Among the new winter programs 
which proved popular were a ski tour- 
ing workshop. a drop-in center for 
special needs people offered in 
cooperation with Fidelity House, a 
jazzercise class, tap dancing and 
Swimming lessons for adults, and 
backgammon matched on challenge 
night. 

A variety of traditional events 
rounded out the winter season, in- 
cluding ski trips to Sugarloaf for 
junior and senior high school students, 
the Bradford ski program, Bruins and 
Celtics trips, a gymnastics meet, and 
volleyball, table tennis and floor 
hockey tournaments. 

Spring events included the annual 
Crafts in the Park, co-sponsored by 
the American Field Service program; 
the annual Kite F lying contest; a bike 
race and tennis classes. 

During the summer months, more 
than 1000 children from kindergarten 
through eighth grade enjoyed 
playground activities, while nearly 
800 participated in playground enrich- 
ment classes. The preschool program 
was offered to more than 150 
youngsters at two locations 
simultaneously.

Library Use Continues To 


Townspeoples’ use of Memorial 
Hall Library contionued to increase 
steadily during 1979, with ap- 
proximately 5000 residents using the 
library each week. 

The ANSWERS information ser- 
vice, part of the reference depart- 
ment, won a national public relations 
award, the John Cotton Dana award. 
Staff member Owen Smith helped set 
up the ANSWERS program, with a 
special grant. 

Director Nancy Jacobson served as 
a delegate to a White House con- 
ference onlibraries and information 
services, and was the only public 
librarian from the state. 

Trustees Frederick S. Allis, Jr., and 
Ernest J. Costello, both former chair- 
man, retired during the year. Replac- 
ing them as trustees were Patricia 
Dye and Joseph Glasser. 


Ruth Hooten stepped up from her 
position as head of circulation to 
become assistant director. Anne 
O’Brien was named head of circula- 
tion, while Margaret Dempsey 
became children’s room assistant and 
Stephanie Brooks became circulation 
library assistant. George Hurst joined 
the custodial staff. 


A grand total of 419,083 items were 
circulated during 1979, including 
books, periodicals and audiovisual 
materials. There were a total of 3,539 
registered borrowers, up 214 from 
1978. 


A total of 7,124 new volumes were 
added to the library collection. 

Young readers enjoyed a variety of 
children’s department activities, in- 
cluding storyhours, authors’ and il- 
lustrators’ talks, visits to school

The special needs summer program 
was held at the Greater Lawrence 
Vocational school because there was 
no facility for it at Recreation Park. 

The department offered for the first 
time a town musical production, ‘‘Bye 
Bye Birdie,”’ supported in part by a 
local bank; and a summer concert at 
Pomps Pond. 

Other summer activities included 
girls’ and men’s softball leagues; 
movies in the park; tennis programs; 
children’s performances in various 
locations; gymnastics; soccer; 
basketball clinies for girls and boys; 
track meets; Red Sox family night; 
and bike nights. 

Several new programs were offered 
during the fall, with many aimed at 
young people, such as a movie series 
and the first annual Haunted House. 
Among the new classes offered for 
adults were akido and exercises for 
expectant mothers. 

Traditional fall programs enjoyed 
by hundreds of residents included a 
foot race; the Andy 500 for 
youngsters; a family trip to Stur- 
bridge Village; Art in the Park; anda 
variety of pre-school workshops and 
classes. In addition, more than 2500 
enrolled in regular classes and 
workshops, again coordinated with 
the Phillips Academy evening study 
program.

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School Building Program 


Result Of Two Years Planning 


An $11 million school building 
program was the product of nearly 
two years’ work by the school building 
committee. Members of the com- 
mittee were appointed by the town 
manager during 1978 to study and find 
solutions to the building needs of the 
town’s secondary schools. : 

Although declining enrollments 
necessitate the closing of one elemen- 
tary school, improvements and some 
additions are needed at the high 
school and two junior high schools to 
improve accessibility for the han- 
dicapped, educational space for 
special needs students, and the 
Instructional Materials Centers 
(IMCs, or libraries); and to equalize 
boys’ and girls’ physical education 
areas. ‘ 

Major concerns of the committee 
have been East Junior High School, 
which would need extensive and cost- 
ly repairs simply to bring it up to 
building codes; and the need for an 
auditorium at the high school. 

Working with the school ad- 


' ministration’s building coordinator, 


Richard McGrail, and Town Manager 
Jared S. A. Clark, building com- 
mittee members brought their 
program clearly into focus. They 
made final decisions on what 
recommendations to bring before 
town meeting, and analyzed cost es- 
timates. 

The committee voted to close East 
Junior High, but abandonned plans to 
build a new junior high school during 
the summer of 1979. Instead, they 
decided to convert the Doherty 
elementary school into a junior high, 
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after the school committee voted to 
close that school due to declining 
enrollments. Architects’ plans to con- 
vert the Doherty were approved in 
February 1980. 


However, the committee had yet to 
decide whether to use East’s 
Memorial auditorium wing, a 
memorial to Andover’s war veterans, 
as part of the new school. The alter- 
native would be to build an addition 
onto the Doherty, to house auditorium 
and gymnasium facilities. 


Although it originally appeared it 
might cost the town more to use the 
Memorial wing, the committee voted 
to save it, citing its emotional value to 
townspeople as one important reason. 


Later cost estimates showed that it 
would in fact be less expensive to 
renovate the Memorial wing than to 
build an addition onto Doherty. 


After the architect’s preliminary 
plans for the Memorial wing were ap- 
proved, the state’s School Building 
Assistance Bureau (SBAB) reviewed 
the plans and suggested several 
changes. (The SBAB has informally 
agreed to fund 50 percent of the con- 
struction project, with a formal deci- 
sion scheduled to be made May 20.) 

The state did not approve of plans to 
connect Doherty and the Memorial 
wing with a long passageway, which 
has since been eliminated from the 
plans. 

Educational areas for industrial 
arts, homemaking and art were also 
increased at the state’s request. 

As the committee finalized plans for 
the new junior high school, controver- 


Conversion To Junior High 


sy over the proposed high school 
auditorium continued. 


The committee directed the 
architect to design an auditorium with 
a seating capacity of 1250, equaling 
the number of students. The state 
would not agree to fund more seating. 


However, some school committee 
members believed the auditorium 
should have a larger seating capacity 
to serve community as well as school 
needs. 


The question was settled when the 
selectmen agreed that seating for 1250 
would be adequate — especially since 
the town would be required to foot the 
bill for additional seating. 


Building committee members also 
decided what type of ancillary spaces 
should be built in the auditorium. The 
plans now call for two large group 
rooms, choral and band rooms, and a 
theatre crafts room, as well as a 
stage. 

Planning improvements at West 
Junior High proved to be less complex 
for the building committee. A new 
5000 square foot Instructional 
Materials Center will be built in the 
courtyard area, freeing existing space 
for use as special education classes. 

The building committee will con- 
tinue to participate in the building 
program throughout the construction 
period, which may continue through 
1983. 

The committee will be responsible 
for the completed buildings for one 
year, and then will turn that respon- 
sibility over to the town, says com- 
mittee chairman Kenneth Gropper. 
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DPW Provides 


The Department of Public Works, 
under the direction of Robert BE. 
McQuade, was involved in 29 projects 
totalling $3,863,670 during 1979. 
Among the projects were water 
mains, pumping station im- 
provements, sewers, sidewalk 
reconstruction, playing fields, and 
road repairs. 


Engineering 

Major projects for Engineering dur- 
ing the year were River Road 
reconstruction in the industrial area, 
sewer replacement on Lucerne Drive, 
School Street area drainage, the town- 
wide sewer study, roadway and park- 
ing improvements at Recreation 
Park, and sidewalk reconstruction. 

Engineering also reviewed 
preliminary and definitive plans for 12 
Subdivisions, with a total of 157 lots, 
for the Planning Board. Problems 
with subdivisions under construction 
were reviewed with the construction 
inspector. 

The Engineering division of Public 
Works consists of three full-time 
employees, with one civil engineering 
student employed part-time. 

The division provided field surveys, 
construction plans and documents, 
competitive bidding, field layouts and 
on-site inspections for many projects. 
In addition, it also prepared survey, 
easement, and betterment plans, and 
represented the town engineering 
matters with the federal, state, and 
county governments, principally con- 
cerning Elm Street reconstruction, 
TOPICS on Main Street, and Chapter 
90 work. 


Water 


With 18 full-time employees, in- 
cluding the superintendent, the Water 
Division of the Department of Public 
Works is responsible for the supply, 
distribution and treatment of drinking 
water to the community. 

More than 22 million gallons of 
water were sold to North Reading for 
more than $29,000, while more than 
three million gallons were sold to 
Tewksbury for more than $5000. 

The total water pumped to the 
system during 1979 was 1,521,945,000 
gallons. The average daily pumping 
was 4, 169,712 gallons, with a max- 
imum day of 8,668,000 gallons oc- 
curring on July 14. 

The water supply comes from 
Haggetts Pond, Fish Brook, the 
Merrimack River, and Abbott Well. 
There are 167 miles of water mains. 

There is one water filtration plant, 
and cholorination facilities at Fish 
Brook. The four pumping stations are 
located at Bancroft Road, Prospect 
Hill, and Wood Hill. 


Sewers 


The Sewer Division’s sewer 
maintenance program of weekly and 
monthly inspections of certain sec- 
tions of sewers that have plugging 
problems continues to show in- 
creasingly good results. 

In June, bids for the installation of 
iron pipe for the Lowell Street sewer 
were awarded to T. D. Sullivan & Sons 
of Newton Center. Completion is 
scheduled for summer 1980. 

During the year, the division freed 
17 blockages in sewer mains and 55 
private sewer services. Approximate- 
ly 1490 calls for assistance from 
homeowners with private sewer ser- 
vice problems were answered. 

Several thousand feet of sewer 
pipes were added to the system, with 
Six Street acceptances. 


The sewerage system includes 62 
miles of sanitary sewers and 3590 con- 
nections. Four wastewater pumping 
Stations are located on Dale Street in 
Ballardvale, on Bridle Path and on 
Riverina Road in Shawsheen. 


Highways 

Forty-six streets were sealed with 
asphalt and sand, while Essex Street, 
Elm Street, (Elm Square to 
Washington Ave.) and Cuba Street 
were resurfaced with an overlay of 
bituminous concrete. 

Sidewalks were resurfaced with 
bituminous concrete on sections of 
Harding, Central, School and Stevens 
Streets. A retaining wall was rebuilt 
on Harding Street. 

The highway division is responsible 
for snow removal, and ice and flood 
control for all town roads. Snowfall 
totalled 35 inches from November 
1978 through February 1979. 

The division also cleaned up all 
streets during the spring and summer, 
and kept storm drains, brooks and 
catch basins clean and free of debris. 
More than 80 basins were repaired 
after damage was caused by winter 
conditions. 

Leaf pickup was discontinued this 
past Fall. 

The highway division also assists 
Engineering with inspections of new 
Streets before they are accepted as 
public ways. 


Vehicle Maintenance 


After 28 years of service to the 
town, Working Foreman Earle Town- 
send retired. Norman R. Tisbert, Jr., 
was named Acting Working Foreman. 

The division is responsible for main- 
taining all DPW vehicles. It is also 
responsible for acquiring replacement 
vehicles. 

The division maintains a Supply of 
fuel oil for all divisions of Public 
Works vehicles, as well as vehicles for 
the school department, library, 
Haven, recreation department, and 
some police vehicles. 


Many Services 


Parks 

Much more work remains to be 
done on 24 acres of fields acquired 
with the sale of the Sacred Heart 
property to the town. A minimum of 
maintenance has been done to main- 
tain the fields in fair condition. 

During the winter, the park division 
repairs and paints the benches, por- 
table bleachers and backstops for the 
high school and Little League baseball 
diamonds. 

All school baseball fields, football 
fields, running tracks, and soccer 
fields are prepared for the season, and 
portable bleachers erected at the 
school baseball and football fields. 

Town grassed areas are fertilized 
and seeded during the spring and fall 
as needed. More than 65 acres of grass 
areas_are cut each week during the 
growing season. 

Spraying to control Japanese 
beetles was done where needed. 

During the winter, park division 
personnel help the Highway division 
with snow and ice control on highways 
and sidewalks. 


Forestry 


With losses to Dutch Elm disease 
heavier during the 1979 than in the 
past several years, the Forestry divi- 
sion launched a Dutch Elm disease 
control experiment using equipment 
borrowed from the Andover Garden 
Club. The effectiveness of the experi- 
ment will be determined in the future. 

Herbicides were sprayed to control 
weeds and poison ivy, while insec- 
ticides were used against elm bark. 
beetles, Japanese beetles, hornets, 
wasps and other insects. 

In June, gypsy moths appeared in 
heavier than usual concentrations, in- 
dicating potential problems in spring 
1981 and '82. The infestation was too 
light to warrant a control spray dur- 
ing 1979. : 

Forestry planted 41 trees of three 
varieties, and removed 183 trees (14 
with contractor assistance). 

The division spent approximately 25 
percent of its time pruning roadside

trees and vegetation, either street-by- 
street pruning, flat-clearing streets of 
problem vegetation, or removing 
Sight distance obstructions at in- 
tersections and curves. 

During the winter months, the divi- 
sion continues with shade tree 
maintenance duties, and plows snow 
whenever needced as well. 


Spring Grove 
Cemetery 


Located in the southwesterly part of 
town, with its main entrance at Ab- 
bott Street and Spring Grove Road, 
Spring Grove Cemetery contains 
about 60 acres of land. Fourteen acres 
are undeveloped. 

During 1979, a total of $16,688 was 
received from the sale of lots, in- 
terments, foundations, and from lots 
under annual care. 

In addition, 31 new lots were sold 
and there were 87 interments. A total 
of $6,397 was added to the perpetual 


_ care fund. 


Maintenance work on the grounds is 
performed throughout the year. 


New Elderly Unit Funded 


In July 1979’ the state granted the 
Andover Housing Authority funding to 
build and manage a 40-unit elderly 
housing project in Andover, at no cost 
to the town. 

The state has appropriated $1.25 
million for construction costs on the 
project, and architect Michael O’Shea 
Associates has been contracted to 
draw pians for the project, 

In addition to 40 dwelling units, the 
project will include a recreation hall 
that will serve tenants from the 
town’s three elderly projects. 

To help select the site for the pro- 
ject, a group of eight Andover 
residents have been appointed by the 
Housing Authority commissioners. 


The Housing Authority manages 176 nt 


elderly and 56 family units in thirty 
buildings, located at Memorial Circle, 
Chestnut Court, Grandview Terrace, 
and Frye Circle. 


The average monthly rent during 
1979 was $83 in the elderly projects, 
and $140 in the family project. 


The Authority’s expenses are met 
by a combination of rental income and 
a State contribution. The town has no 
financial obligation to the Housing 
Authority. 


appointed 


There are now 274 applications on a 
waiting list for elderly housing units, 
and 96 applications for family units. 
As rents continue to rise in the private 
housing sector, the Authority receives 
an increasing volume of applications. 

Tenants in the four housing projects 
are represented by three tenant 
organizations. ‘These organizations 


_ have been involved in the moderniza- 


tion program for the older projects. 

Under the modernization program, 
new storm doors have been installed, 
cement steps have been repaired and 
replaced, new lavatories and lights 
have been installed, and new gas 
Stoves have been purchased, among 
other improvements. This successful 
program is regulated by the depart- 
ment of community affairs. 

Thomas Wallace, a member of the 
housing authority for 28 years, was 
reelected by the townspeople to a five- 
year term. He was also reelected 
treasurer by members of the board. 

Other members of the Housing 
Authority are Chairman Winston 
Blake, Vice Chairman Thomas 
Eldred, Assistant Treasurer Atty. 
Richard Savrann, and Assistant 
Secretary Mary Jane Powell (a state-
